DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required 
in this application because it appears that paras [0038 and 0040] state that the 
threshold processor 36 receives its inputs from both the clutter filter input as well 
as its output.. Also Fig. 4 element 42 - VELOCITY --. Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 14-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. "Threshold(s)' plural and 
singular are inconflict. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 
patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that 



the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time any 
inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor 
and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a 
later invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 
35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 14, 16 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hager et al (US6689064) since Hager et al teaches adaptively 
adjusting or controlling the clutter filter itself as a function of both clutter energy 
and frequency-velocity component, see elements 605, 610. the use of 
thresholded changes would have been inherently obvious since this enables 
discretizing control effects. Note also applicant's statement of scopein para 
[0037] that the control optimization may occur inside the clutter filter such as the 
FIR zero and coefficients changes in Hager et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-13 and 26 - 41 are allowed. 
Response to Arguments 

Threshold(s) plural in association with clutter filtering for color imaging 
have necessitated the application of Hager et al which would suggest adaptive 
threshold control of clutter filter parameters as a function of clutter input and 
outputs.
